ARTICLE GENERAL 

Pursuant to the terms of Article Vfll of Memorandum of Ailment NAT-I-3086" (the 
Agreement), the Federal Aviation Admiriatraiion (FAA) and «jc Special Adrainistraave Unit of 
Civil Aviation Of the Ministry of Transportation of the Republic of Colombia (UA13AC) agree to 
amend the Agmement by replacing Article VI, Financial Provision^ with the following:

ARTICLE VL — FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 

Each annex or appendix shall describe the specific finan^al wrongemcnts for the 
technical assistance to be provided, However, all financial arrangements shall be aubjecfc

A Prior to the performance of any serviced by the FAA* XJ AEAC shall pay to 
<he PAA the estimated cost of providing the services and an adimnistrative overhead 
charge in accordance with' tno provisions set forth in thf s Agreement and its annexes and 

appendices J . . 

1, In the event that the FAA does not receive the payment within the time 
specified in the applicable annex or Appendix, the FAA shall awtotn-aticajjy cenninate the 
teotniict&L assistance project end forward a bill for actual costs incurred in preparing to 
provide the technical assistance. 

2, Jh the event that the UAEAC requests emergency technical assistance 
the PA A may, in its sole discretion and on acase-by-ease basis, w^ve the requirement for 
prepaymenr. if the emergency directly affects aviation sBfecy. la such oases, the FAA will 
subrnii a toll to tfcs UAEAC for All costs taouz&d by the FAA In providing the emergency 
servic<iSi Including an administrative overhead charge. 

B. The FAA ha* assigned agreement number KAT-I-30S6 to identify this 
technical assistance project. This agreement number and me Wiling number assigned to 
each a anex or appendix, if applicable, shall be referenced is all correspondence and bills 
rotated to this agreement. 
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C Upon completion of the services, the FAA shall subnui a statement of account 
to the TjABAC detailing the actual oost of providing the services. Each statement of 
account will be delivered to n>e address specified in the respective annexes or Appendices, 

L If the statement of account shows that the actual cost of providing the 
service;; is greater than the estimated cost paid by the UAEAC t the UAEAC Khali pay the 
balance due to the FAA. 

2. If the Element of account showa that the actual cost of providing the . 
services is leas than the estimated cost paid by the UAEAC, the FAA shall refund the 
difference to the UAEAC, apply the difference to any unpaid balances owed by the 
UAEAC under the Agreement, or hold the balance as a deposit against any future work 
under t"!ris Agreement, as agreed to by the patties. . 

D. Payment of a balance due must be received by the ?AA within sistty (60) days 
from the date the FAA issues a statement of account. In the event that payment is not 
received by the FAA within sixty (GO) days from the date the statement of account is 
issued, the FAA shall assess late payment charges - i.e~. interest, penalties, and 
administrative handling charges - in accordance with X LS . Treasury Department 
regulations* The FAA aball assess additional late payment charoea for each ad<UUonal 
thirty (30) day period, or portion thereof, that payment is not received. The UAEAC shall 
pay any such late charges, 

£. All payments shall be made in U-S. dollars and may be made either by check 
or electronic ftmds transfer. Checks shall bo drawn on a U.S. bank and forwarded to the 
FAA ff< the address specified in the annex or appendix. Electronic funds transfers shall be 
made in accordance with the instructions set forth in the applicable annex or appendix, 
All payments shall include a reference to the assigned agreement number and billing 
number. 

F. The FAA reserves inn right to suspend all vork under this Agreement if there 
an outstanding balance for work performed or services rendered under *ny of its
